Dear Kimberly Terrell: 

In response to our telephone conversation on Wednesday March 16 5 2005 1 have found a copy 
of what you refer to as the "Certificate of Mailing". I have enclosed a copy that is a copy of a 
copy because the patent office has lost the original. 

I have also enclosed a copy of a letter regarding another application that has resulted in a 
granted patent. You can see that the Examiner had not received my response to his Office 
Letter. Examiner Tran called me to inform me that only the IDS had been received. I 
informed him that I had sent a full response. He instructed me to send the full response and a 
letter of explanation. He also instructed me to send proof of mailing because 'they are not 
going take your word for h." I said well I have Certificate of Mailing and I can make a copy 
of that and send it. He said that would be what I needed to do and I said that I also had a 
postcard that the PTO had stamped and I could send a copy of that too. He said that would be 
good to add. I sent copies of a postcard that did not have a list of the contents. The Certificate 
of Mailing was the U.S. post office Certificate of Mailing not what you refer to as a patent 
office certificate of mailing. I did not send a copy of a copy of such patent office certificate of 
mailing and the original in that case had also been lost. 

The evidence I provided was apparently sufficient because I never heard from Examiner Tran 
on this matter again or from Examiner Elisca when the two applications were moved to him. 
Examiner Elisca would eventually allow the claims and the patent has been granted. 
Application 09/629,749 was applied for as divisional application of the application 
09/071,878. The standard of evidence required by Examiner Tran is different than what you 
are requiring of me now. A copy of the so-called patent office certificate of mailing was not 
sent nor was it asked for. No Applicant could ever have possession of the original in these 
cases. 

I am requesting that this additional material by added to my petition to withhold 
abandonment. I thank you, Kimberly Terrell, for your time in reviewing my petition.
